Ripening of Wheat. 

Prof. R. C. Kedzie, of the Michigan Ag- 
ricultural College, read a valuable paper be- 
fore the Association for the Advancement 
of Agricultural Science in the month of 
August last, on the Ripening of Wheat. 
This paper with diagrams representing the 
nutritive value of wheat at different stages 
of ripening, is published in the last volume 
of the journal of the American Agricultu- 
ral Association, from which. this abstract 
is made. The wheat crop of the United 
States is of great importance, because it is 
ajstaple agricultural production in every 
State and Territory of the Union. Any 
circumstance therefore, which may affect 
its production or modify its nature as food, 
becomes a matter of general interest. 

One of the circumstances which has 2 
modifying influence upon the quantity and 
quality of wheat, is the time of cutting the 
grain. Upon this subject there is a diver- 
sity of opinion, some contending that to se- 
cure the best results, the grain should be 
cut early, and others that it should become 
dead ripe before harvesting. The plea for 
complete ripening, like the plea for flinty 
wheats, is based upon the claim that 
only hard and flinty wheats have the 
desired amount of glaten; and that 
early cut and the soft wheats are 
so deficient in gluten that good flour can- 
not be made from them, and only the hard 
wheats possess the requisite amount of 
gluten. This plea, it may be stated is put 
forth by millers who are interested in the 
manufacture of flour by the new process. 
and the true explanation of this exaltation 
of the flinty wheats, arid the 
of the soft varieties, is found in the revolu- 
tion in the methods of milling by the in-

The Dennett Hay Rack. 


When in Portland recently we had some 
conversation with Mr. L. B. Dennett, re- 
specting his patent hay rack. He says the 
patent was granted to his father in 1866, 
and subsequently came into his possession. 
He made considerable effort to introduce 
it, but not meeting with good success, he 
sold it. The purchaser made further ef- 
forts to introduce it among the farmers, 
but the results were not encouraging, and 
he finally sold it back to Mr. Dennett to 
liquidate an old debt of about seventy-five 
dollars. Nothing farther was done about 
it for sometime nor until Mr. Dennett’s at- 
tention was called to the fact that large 
numbers of hay racks were in use in which 
the devise covered by the ‘patent granted 
to his father had been used. This led to an 
investigation and to the proceedings with 
which our readers are familiar. Mr. Den- 
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guages, and in the last t wo years the tech- 
nical studies already mentioned, accom- 
panied by practice on the part of the stu- 
dents.

I qe Be trees free from all 
dead wood, and trim out more or less of the 
new, in order to give light and air to the 
trees. ay garden consists of a loose, sandy 
or gravelly soil well adapted, as I think, to 


growing good pears. 

Before closing, I would say to persons 
buying fruit trees, be from whom 
you purchase, as it often turns out that the 
trees purchased are not true to the name; 
after waiting for years for your trees to 
come into bearing, ay may be disappoint- 
ed in the result of the fruit they bear; this 
is very discouraging, and often leads to 
bad results in the interest of fruit culture. 
It is hoped the remarks I have made may 
be of some interest to persons growing 
pears. 

Plum Culture.—By Elijah Low, Bangor. 


To those who have for many years enjoy- 
ed the luxury of this beautiful and luscious 
fruit in profusion, it seems strange that so 
few avail themselves of it. For myself, I 
can say it took er gaa rank among the 
fruit in my childhood, and has maintained 
it for at least halfacentury. If we attempt 
to account for it on the ground that it re- 
ae care, I answer: it uires no more 

an any other kind of fruit. Nothing of 
value in tree or plant, can be successfully 
raised without it,and the plum no more 
than others. It will put up with the poor- 
est soil. My garden, which now produces 
twenty-five varieties borne upon good, 
healthy, vigorous trees, was an old **brick- 
yard” that required the pick-axe to break It 
up; too clayey for —_ or pears. 

I am aware it has its enemies, and what 
fruit has not? It has but two—the black- 
knot and the curculio. But the borer and 
codling moth have never molested it. And
